The quartette of 
Judges came to this decision after this fashion, and 
upon the following case: Kllen Bell married Samuel 
Bell, her son-in-law. Mr. B. died, leaving the in 
terestiiig widow, and al.to several children by his 
fifj-t wife, whose grand-mother was at the same time 
their step-mother. These children refu.vd to j;r;in 
the old lady her dower, and hence the suit. 

The cause was brought before Judg'! I'rj'or, the 
late learned and estimable Judge of the adjoining 
circuit. He deci<ied that the marriage was void, as 
the parties were within the degrees of relationship 
fixed by the statute of 1798. 

An appeal was taken, and the adjudication of the 
lower Court was reversed.

We do not see how France and Fngland aad Tur- 
key can possibly submit to this, nor do ww suppose 
that they mean to submit to it. It was on account 
of Russia's invasion of the Principalities that the 
war WM entered into, France and England being 
arewedly determined not to let Russia occupy them 
but to secure them to Turkey. France and England 
bore the whole of the terrible burden of the war, 
Austria standing aloof and refusing all participation 
in it; and undonbteuly the two former powers would 
disgrace themselves in the eyes of civilized man- 
kind if they were now to assent tamely to Austria's 
retaining as her own the Principalities in question. 
They would render themselvoa the Jest aad the 
laughing-stock of the nations. 

When Austria took possession of tlm Priacipali 
ties, Russia withdraw her forces, announcing that 
Austria was acUng in Iwr behalf and in bier inter- 
ests. The genorhl impression at the time was that 
I set np this pretext foi the purpose of saving 
her own pride. If however it was true that Au 
tria seized the Principalities in Russia's t>ehalf, aut 
if it is true that she Ls still occupying them iu Ru 
sia's behalf, such a state of things must be even 
more offensive and disreputable to England and 
France tlian if Austria had seized and were oci u 
pying the Principalities on her own account. Upon 
either supposition the Allies have been grossly and 
moat misembly imposed on, and we caimot suppose 
that they will permit the present imperial and roy 
al congresti to clone its session without a specific and 
rlgorons adjustment of the question. Undoubted! 
England sorely deprecates another war, but we arv 
oontident she would go into one, and we are sure 
that France would, so far at least as might be found 
necessary in order to the exclusion of Aaellia from 
the old Turkish Principalities.

Smith's 
Strait is new never free ttmm ioa, and for 9 months 
of the vear is entire] V fsazen orar. It mast have 
been otherwi!<e when tke EsqidiaailC habtod its 
shores ia imtge numbers. 

With tha above mentioned remnant of a tril>e of 
R.squimauz the doctor lived for some time, consort- 
ing with them in their snow houses, traveliiu; with 
them an their long joumeya, Jataing with tnera in 
the hwtt, and suffering wtth them from the failure 
of the pnrecarioust t>owces whence they obtain their 
food. The doctor adopts the common theory as to 
the origin of tliese people, viz: that at some remote 
period m the historv of the world thar crossed over 
fnoas Asia by the strait that joioU na Arctic and 
Pacific seas, or by the Aluetian chain of islands 
fiaa Kamschatha, and have gradually worked their 
way to the eastward. The following description of 
thoe people develops some peculiar characteristic.s: 
"Wherever found, whether about Icy Cape, I'u- 
nara Bay. Smith's Strait, or on the coasts of South 
Greenlaad, the same characteristics are peserved 
throughout. The sane loag, Uaok, straight hair, 
the same coarse deTdopOMOt of feature !<. the same 
broad, tiat fates Mid high cheek lK>nes, the 
same height, below the mean of the Cau- 
casian race, the same clothes of fur, the 
same boat.s (kayaks) of skin, the same huts of snow, 
the same dogs and sledges, the saaie wandering life 
and iinpntvident habits, are the personal and domes- 
tic characteristics descril)ed by all their hbtorians. 

"They huve no jjovemmeut. They have a chief 
(^Xalegak) in name, but do not recognize his author- 
i^. Every man does just as pleases him he^t. 
laey aaa thwa^gUr deoMtcratic. Crime is not re- 
garaed as a aaaral adiaqiwacy, only as a violation 
of ]>ublic opinion, dtrtatad mMhi interest, and 
punishment is only inlKntad hf ^vata hands, as an 
aot of vengeance. 

"They are very peaceable in their social relations, 
quarrels seldom' occurring. When one think.>< he 
haa been wronged, or insulted by another, he chal- 
lenges him, not to a mortal oomhat, bat to a war of 
words. The friends of the parties are summoned. 
Taking their stations in a circle, the comliatants en- 
ter the lists aad the challeager commences a satiri- 
cal song, extempore, kaeniiig time with a seal-skin 
Umbonaa. Ha aaving wiabad, his rapoaent com- 
mences fa the same strain, and he wno can make 
the audience langh mo(*t at hL<> cutting je.sts gains 
the victorj-. 

"Their religion ii> kimpie. They believe in the 
existence of a good Spirit .(Tonigarsnak) and of an 
evil Spirit, who in his wife or sister. Some think 
the Toragaraoak lives in a great house in the sea, 
surroaaded by all kinds «f sea animals, and a great 
pot near by, always tilled with boiling seal for the 
disembodied spirits. Others think he lives in the 
mansion of the moon, situated on the borden of a 
lake abounding ia aalmen, surrouaded by a rich 
country, covarad with gyaas and herda ot reindeer. 
When this lake overfiowsit produces rain, and it is 
the spirits playing at foot-bull that c ansps the au- 
rora borealis. The evil s|iirit livss down in the 
depths of the sea, in a ^'reat castle, guarded by 
manater seal. She has power over all the sea am- 
bmIs aad fishes, and when there is Ncarcity they 
■a|^ioae she baa tbem •under the spell. To break 
thia apeU the priest (Angekok) ia summoned, and 
he is supposed to make a descent, guided by his fa- 
miliar spirit (Tomgak) tirst through the kiiigdom of 
the souls, then ever an abyss which they cross on a 
rope of walrus skia, then, not without great peril, 
throned the aaatiael seals, directly to this throne of 
his barbarian fury. Seeing them, he seizes some 
feathers and tries to linra them, and. if she were 
suoocwfol. the horrid smell would overpower them, 
and they would be her .priaouers. But they always 
get hold of her by the hair bafore aba aaaontplishes 
her purpose, and m the scuflk that ensues the wal- 
rus and seal escape." 

Dr. Hayes gave some of his e\f)erien< e in regard 
to snow-houses, and said that, althouf^h they uiipht 
not considered exactly comfortable, particularly 
to those who had a weakness for dry clothing, and 
joints that did not creak in the moraing with frost, 
yet he-had afkea aUpt aoondly ia them. 

Dr. Kane, in his account «f the expedition of 
which Dr. Hayep was a menil>er, qieaks very high- 
ly of the hospitality ani good faiUiaf thna simiue* 
minded .natives of .GreenLuid.

PRC8SI.V .VXD Swrr/KKLAHD. — The afiairs of these 
countries are lieginning to excite considerable inte- 
rest. The following history of the difficulties exist- 
ing betwen them we copy from the Journal of Com- 
merce: 

An article published in the Paris Moniteur of the 
17th ult., concerning the dispute between the King 
of Pruaaia and the Swiss (iovernieut about the Can- 
ton of Neufchatel, has invested this affair with im- 
portance, aad has rendaiad it fw tha aaawnt the 
most prominent subject ci iatarsst la polldeal circles 
in Europe. 

It will be remembered that, at the outset of the con- 
troversy between Prussia and Switzerland conse- 
quent upon the royalist insurrection iu Neuf- 
chatel in last September, steps were taken by 
both the contending parties to secure the moral sup- 
port of the French Emperor in fa% or of their rival 
pretensions. Prussia demanded the unconditional 
release, without a trial, of the ringleaders of the 
riot, and Switzerland refused to comply with this 
peremptory snaunons on the ground that to do so 
would ba vfataal saottea of bar national indepen- 
dence, the destruction of the authority of her judi- 
cial tribunals, and a nullification of her laws. The 
situation of France with regard to the parties, geo- 
graphically as well as politically, pointed her out as 
the best and most appropriate mediatorte adjust the 
difficulty impartially, and it was therefore natural 
that they should respectively endeavor tn arin her 
favor, and hope for tfie best results from hnrlalar- 
ference. Whatever hopes Switzerland may have 
entertained of this nature, have been rudely dis- 
pelled by the article in the Mcniteur. 

It appears from the document above alluded to, 
that the Emperor advised General Dnfour (the Swiss 
Envo}-) to urge upon his government the expediency 
of acceeding to the request of Prussia, and of at 
once releasing the royalist rebels without a trial; 
that the Swiss Executive respectfully declined to 
follow this advice, wd tefe the Emperor, indignant 
at this refusal, whieb he designates as "deplorable 
obstinacy," "an exaggerated susi'eptibility," and "a 
complete indirtVrance to kis (the Knii>eror'sj ad- 
vice," now ofbcially warns Switzerland that she 
must not look, "in the course of events, for any fur- 
ther manifestation of that good will from France 
which she might have secured at the price of a very 
trifling sacrifioe." In other words, that aba must 
abide the consequences, should Prussia fulfill her 
threat of enforcing her deinandn at the jwint of the 
bayonet. The Moniteur goes further. It recognizes 
the right of the King of Prussia to Neufchatel, as 
astahllshed by tha Laadaa pnlaool of 1883, aigiwd 
l«y the Great Powen assembled there, adding that 
"the imperial government, whatever may l>e its sjnn- 
pathy for Swiierlaud, cannot do otherwise than ac- 
knowledge what has been solemnly ratified by Trea- 
ties," and it justifies Count Pourtale^ and bisassoci- 
ates in their attempt to overthrow the republican 
government in Neufchatel, and "in raising the stan- 
dard of their King to ti;;ht for what they eoncrirad 
to be their rights and the just cause." 

This argument, were it as>erte(i l>y the Emperors 
of Russia and Austria, or by any other of those 
monarchs who rule by the "indefeasible divine right 
of Kings," would appear natunl aaavgb; bat when 
used by a sovereign who owes his throne to a revo- 
lution — wlio rules, as he says, by "the will of the 
people" — who is the very embodiment of the will 
of the majority as opposed to the muiority, it ap- 
pears singularly inconsistent and exposes the French 
Emperor, not unjustly, to the imputation of sacri- 
ficing principle for the purpose, of winning favor 
from the "lefiitiinate" monarchs of KurojK;. 

As may easily lie iiiiagiued, this abandonment of 
Switzerland to the consequences of the "ulterior 
measures" alluded to by Prussia has given no little 
encouragement to that power to carry out her 
threats, and has aroused the sympathy of all thoM 
who love freedom and national Independence for the 
brave little reimblic which has declared it will ^'not 
shriiilc from sacrificing all its erown up men, rather 
than yield to unjust demands. 

The most extensive militanr pfanarations an be- 
ing made in Prussia for the Immediate invasion of 
Switzeriand and the occupation of Ua-sle and Schaff- 
hausen. The number of the trocips to be employed, 
the names of the Generals, and the fact tliat" the 
Prince of Prussia is to be Commander-in-Chief, are 
severally announced by the Berlin jouruaU, and a 
note is said to have >>eeu despatched by M. Mhu- 
teuflfel to the powers who signed the Lomlon prote- 
col, announcing that the King of Prussia, finding 
that diplomacy has failed to settle the dispute, ana 
fiudiu^ that his honor Is seriously compromised by 
delay, has determined to take the matter into his 
own haada, aadandaaTor to obtain by the sword 
what he has failed to achieve by the pea. Switzer- 
land, on the other hand, nothiuj^ daunted, is making 
her jireparations for defense, and is det' Tmiiied to 
accept tlie combat. lUlyiug on the valor of her 
sturay population, imtpired by the memory of her 
glorious history, strengthed by the passession of 
institutions, and entrenched Ijehiud the fortifi- 
cations with which nature has surrounded her, she is 
resolved to defend her liberties at every sacrifice. 
This gallant, dignified, and just attitude must com- 
mand universal respect, and if she be forced to ac- 
cept the battle in daenca of her national honor and 
independaaoa, arsty ftaaaaa mMt wish hu success 
against her Praariaa invader. 

What course England will take in the matter, is 
not yet declared; but sbould Prussia resort to arms 
it is not likely that the British people will long 
allow their govemmeat ta omtinue inactive specta. 
tors of an attempt to ernsb out Swiss liberty. The 
Gazette de lYance says that the Cabinets of St. 
James and the Tuileries are at complete variance on 
the Swiss question, and the London Daily News 
loudly calls on Lord Palmerston to proclaim, in the 
most unequivocal language, "the determination of 
the English Court ana Cabinet to resist such a gross 
vinlstfam of the international laws of Europe as 
threatened by the King of Prussia, irith the proml*ed 
connivance of the Einper*r of Oit Frftich." It niav 
be that English counsels will prevail, at the last 
moment, to prevent matters proceeding to extremi- 
ties, and th t Prussia will be saved tha disgrace, and 
Switzerland the calamity, of shedding each other's 
blood for so laMifficient a cause.
